Conditions in Western Canada 


Please Farmers. 


Seeding Has Been Begun Earlier Than 


for Many Years, and Soil Is 


in Perfect Shape. 


With weather conditions highly fa' 


vocable, the farmers of Western Can- 
ada, with the exception probably of 
u portion of Manitoba, have completed 
seeding from ten to fifteen days earlier 
tliau for some years past. In some 
parts of Manitoba there \\ere floods 
which delayed seeding, but they have 
abated, and left the laud m good shape 
foi ^uiv-k >\ork ana speedy germina- 
tion. In Saskatchewan soil conditions 
for seeding were never better. With a 
generous quantity of snow, which after 
melting left needed moisture, and an- 
other snowstorm after seeding was 
finished, there was an ideal condition 
created. 
From all parts of Alberta 


there came the best of reports as to 
rainfall and snow moisture, leaving the 
ground in the condition required for 
the prospects of a good crop. 


Spring, as in most other parts of the 


coutinent,vwas backward, but notwith- 
standing this, as has been said, farmers 
were able to get on the land earlier 
than for some years. In fact, seeding; 
was practically commenced about the 
12th of April, which to many readers 
may seem remarkable, when it is 
known that several hundred miles far- 
ther south it was not possible to do 
spring seeding for several days later. 
Reports to hand on the 16th of May 
state that wheat is up above the 
ground in a great many places, oats 
are being sown, and corn 
planted. 


Farm labor was scarce for awhile, but 
the demand has fallen off. One fea- 
,ture of the demand for farm help is 
that farmers are now employing help 
by the year, at of course smaller wages 
than those paid for special work. The 
Increasing tendency to employ help by 
the year is evidence that farmers are 
not relying solely upon wheat growing, 
but are going out into other branches, 
such - as dairying, stock raising, etc. 
The prospects in all portions of West- 
ern Canada were never brighter than

Deer Lodge, Mont.—In June, 1879, a. 


boy eighteen years old boarded a 
freight train in Montana. 
The youth 


had set out from home not long before 
to make his own way, and because of 
a slim purse nicked out the freight 
train as the cheapest mode of travel. 
Today, a gray-haired man of sixty- 
three is in the penitentiary at Deer 
Lodge, Mont., where he has been since 
one month after that freight ride 44 
years ago.

Mike Foley wag the boy's name, and 


also that of the old, gray-haired con- 
vict, still serving time for what later 
was learned to be another's crime. 
On that fateful day in 1879 Foley 
boarded the train with four other 
tramps. During a fight with a brake- 
man the latter was thrown off and 
killed. 
The five were arrested and, 


although Foley protested his inno- 
cence, the other four swore he had 
murdered the brakeman. He was tried 
and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 


Still he protested. 


For 20 years Foley endured close 


confinement at Deer Lodge, as the 
prisoners there are not employed be- 
cause of union labor protests. 
The 


robust youth of eighteen had turned 
Into a gray-haired man at thirty-eight, 
when on his deathbed In a Minnesota 
city a man confessed the murder for 
which Foley was serving. 


Mike was offered a pardon, but he 


asked permission to remain in the 
prison. He said he had been there so 
long that he wouldn't know what to 
do if he was released. 
The warden 


permitted him to stay, making him a 
trusty, and giving him the freedom 
of the grounds. 


Foley says he will sleep in his cell 


and live behind the bars until he dies, 
ringing the dinner bell, his one and 
only task each day.

MAN MURDERED AT MT. ROYAL 


John 8. Dye. Jr.,~32.' of HarrWrorr. 


was shot and killed Monday morning 
by Jas. Galbraith!, his friend and com- 
panion, also of Harrisburg. in a little 
campi along the Big Conewago creek 
near Mt. Royal, Yodc county. The 
slayer used a 10-guage double-barrel 
shot gun, used to shoot ground hogs 
and the property of Dye, in killing 
him. The killing; followed an all 
night bout with raw "moonshine." 
Galbraith, Geo. Kelly and Dye com- 
posed a party which expected to spend 
the summer months in the camp, ar- 
riving at the secuded spot three weeks 
ago. Galbraith was found hidden in 
a hay loft of A. W. Stoll's barn, about 
4 miles from the scene of the killing. 
Monday afternoon. When taken into 
custody, the officer states. Galbpaith 
admitted shooting Dye, saying. "Yes," 
then using a highly emphatic cursle 
word "I shot him. He came toward 
me with a knife and I shot him." 
Galbraith, after hia capture, together 
with George Kelly, who was found 
asleep in the camp, was taken to 
York and locked up. Kelly stoutly in- 
sists that .he knew nothing of the oc- 
currence,'until he was awakened by 
Owen and those who accompanied 
him. 
Kelly claims that the three had 


been drinking moonshine whiskey and 
he had "hit the hay". The gun was 
found underneath a cot. It is hinted 
in Harrisburg! that rivalry in several 
bootleg camps of that city may have 
led to the shooting. The body was; 
interred at Harrisburg. 


That a quarrel over the loss of cig- 


arettes led to ttie fatal shooting of 
Dye is alleged by Galbraith in the 
course o£ a confession which he made 
Tuesday at the county jail. A charge 
of murder has been preferred against 
Galbraith. Kelly said Dye did not 
smoke cigarettes^

ed mother in Harrisburg, while, speak- 
ing of the slaying of her son. "Ev- 
erybody has their faults and John had 
his, but he wasi a good bay," the moth- 
er said in a kind, sympathetic voice. 

The de- 
ceased was a former soldier.

— Shakespeare^ 


of the men back from France 


are. 'full of enthusiasm over the 


French way of solving the breakfast; 
problem. They like the habit of taking 
a light breakfast of coffee and rolls 
>n rising and not assembling for a 
hearty -breakfast until the middle of 
he day. That second breakfast, which 
la more like our luncheon, is a leisure- 
y meal and quite often it is the first 
occasion of the day when the entire 
family gathers together. 


There is not much likelihood that we 


will ^adopt the continental breakfast, 
but it is easy to see that we Americans 
are finding the convenience of having 
a breakfast that Is a moveable feast. 
That is, we no longer regard it as es- 
sential for every one to appear around 
the breakfast board at once. The time 
for breakfast should be arranged to 
suit the convenience of the one who 
breakfasts and this is quite possible 
to manage, whether you have many 
servants or none. If there are guests 
in your house they will quite likely 
ask you before retiring for the first 
night what time you have breakfast in 
the morning. If they do not ask, you 
should tell them your breakfast ar- 
rangements. A very good thing to do 
is to tell them that breakfast is served 
up to a certain time in the morning. 
If there are some members of your 
household who arise from necessity or 
choice at a very early- hour, that is 
no reason why a guest within your 
walls, who may not be used to so early 
a rising hour or who perhaps needs 
more sleep after a Journey, should 
rise at the same time. Moreover, we 
no longer eat the kind of breakfasts 
that must be served promptly, as soon 
as they are ready. Fruit will keep all 
the morning and cereal, if left In a dou- 
ble boiler and covered on the stove, 
does not deteriorate. 
Eggs can be 


boiled as they are needed and coffee- 
can be left in the percolator for an 
hour or so without becoming unpala- 
table, or it Is an easy matter to make 
a fresh brew when the late break- 
faster? need it.

Moreover, this season there are so 


many stunningly beautiful fabrics that 
lend themselves most particularly to 
the making of the one-piece frock.

She must study the

sash. They seem simple enough duties 
In connection with making good the ap- 
pearance of the unpretentious frock, 
but somehow they are not always ac- 
complished with the art and efficiency j 
that one might wish. When they are' 
well done there is nothing left to ho 
desired from the dress that Is the re- 
sult, but when even one of them is 
bndly considered and executed there is 
all the difference In the world. 


The serge 
dress this season 
is 


trimmed, when It is of the one-piece 
variety, with rows, of silk braid or with 
brilliant silk bindings and facings or 
with lines of hand-done embroidery, 
embodying many colorings. 


Then there Is the one-piece dress of 


some dark tone of heavy crepe. Very 
often that Is left without any trimming 
except a binding of itsolf, and there is 
apt to be a plaited Insert or a plaited 
panel or so to give It that extra fluffl- 
ness and wavy line which makes the 
silk so much more attractive than when 
It is loft In its original state.

plain, they are wonderful when made 
up In the full or the scant varieties of 
one-piece dress. 


For afternoon, all there Is to do, If

If 
there Is a good deal of black In the 
printing of the design, then It Is well to 
use a narrow black ribbon for the 
binding, but If the predominant and 
accenting note of the colored pattern 
happens to be some other color, then 
It Is altogether wise to repeat that tone 
in the ribbon that Is used for the 
finish.
